The Vedic (Hindu) New Year marks the Creation (the universe) by the Creator, Eeshvar (God), 
known as Hiranyagarbha (%wnf, the golden womb). The Manav Shristi Samvatsar (w ufe wrtw), 
turning to 1,960,853,120 years on April 06, 2019 (C.E), also refers to the creation of the human species 
as numerous young adults. The earth served as a safe womb (Prithivee Maata 'tPrftnrat). After that human 
birth continued from the safety of the mother’s womb (Garbhci mf). 

Why the Vedic (Hindu) New Year? 

The knowledge handed over to mankind through four sages (Rishis) are in the form of the 
revelation, the 4 tomes of the Veda (RigVeda revealed to Agni, YajurVeda to Vayu, SamVeda to 
Adityaa and AtharvaVeda to Angiraa in the intensive contemplation and meditation state). Included 
therein is knowledge about time (The Veda and Sanskrit (the language of the Veda) mentions time 
(Kaala ^irr), past (bhutam ntt), present (bhuvanam n^R), future (bhavishyata nPMd), morning (praatah 
>mr:), aparaahn (afternoon arms;), ahoratra (night 3#mr), days (Din fcr), night (Raatri ufr), week (Saptaah 
t*), fortnight (Paksha t&t), month (Maasa nw), season (Ritu ^), year (Samvatsar 4=rcW<). Sundials and 
astronomical observation (the position of stars) were what clocks and watches are in our time.
